We 
have nearly extirpated the elite of their 
forces,—those which the Czar has taken 
many years to create. | England and 
France, on the contrary, grow slronger 
asthe struggle proceeds; our pea antry 
in a few weeks become staunch {roops, 
and the fire of war which burns slowly 
at first among our population, increases 
with reverse.” 

Again, the Emperor observed ; 

“It would be folly to inflict merely a 
wound upon Russia, from which she 
would soon recover. Letus rather estab- 
lish a ranning sore in ler side, from 
which her strength will run out, Se- 
bastopol is draining her system. ‘Che 
future will judge my tactics, but the peo- 
ple are too small to see far around them.” 

It is confidently stated that Louis Na- 
poleon in person will command in the forth- 
coming campaign in Moldavia and Russia 
Poland. The new levy of 140,000 is des- 
tined for this field of action, and will su- 
persede the Austrian army of occupation. 
The object of this canipaign will be the 
erection of a Polish republic comprising 
Volhynia, Poland and Bessarabia. In 
case Prussia dissents, an advance made 
by an Anglo-French army upon her cis- 
Rhenish provinces and the Baltic fleet, 
will keep her in check; while Lombardy 
and Uungary are moyed up to block the 
interference of Austria. ‘The end of all 
this will be an empire of republics. ‘Tur- 
key will be obliterated froin the map of 
Europe and form a nest of Byzantine States 
into which Greece and perhaps Hungary 
may fall. The last great European war 
commenced with republicanism and ended 
with confirmed monarchy; this present 
struggle commences with a baule of the 
monarchs, and will end with confirmed 
republics,
